Belgian relief workers 
have been added to those "detained" by the German government, 


Nothing has been learned to indicate what Germany had done 


with the Yarrowdale prisoners. 


The recent German affronts have been met by officials with 


indignation who point that the situation is more critical now than 
it has been at any previous time. 


Immediate explanation of the retention of the Belgian j-elief 


workers has been asked for through the Swiss minister. 


Meanwhile the sinking of the American schooner Lyman by 


an Austrian submarine added kindling to the flame. The owners 
of the schooner ,the Maritime Transportation company of New 
York, advises that the schooner carried no contraband and that 
it was bound for Sardinia

Two more big liners, either of which would have made a 


capital prize for the German submariners have reached port safe 
after running the blockade. 
The French liner Chicago, from 


Bordeaux to New York arived at the latter port today after an 
uneventful voyage. The Rochambeau of the same line docked 
in Bordeaux. Cables saying that "all is well" was hailed in 
shipping circles as proof of the capable protection of the British 
armed patrol lines.
